Mr. Colnagbi, tho 
English Consul for tho District of North 
Italy, in his commercial report for last year, 
states tbat since 1S7(J Heventy-oue incinera- 
tions of bodies have taken place at Milan 
nnd fifteen at Lodi, making a total of eighty- 
six. 
Tho first crematory furnace sot up in 


Milan was heated by ordinary gas, mndo 011 
tho spot nnd passed by means of tubes into 
tlio urn.

atmospheric air. Cremation does not appear 
Io be n costly process, for the tolal cost of 
iceiuenitipf* n humnn body at Milm is somo- 
whiit under ten dollars. This charge covers 
not only 'the fees to the cremation society 
and to tbo municipality, bnt tbe cost of n 
nicho for (be cinerary urn in tho columba- 
rium erected for tbnt purpose.

Tbe dark 
smiiHiqnid matter, which condenses in pipes 
and cigar holders contains nil the substances 
just named, as well as carbonate of ammo- 
nia, tarry and coloring matter, &o.

very poisonous; two or tbreo drops of it 
will kill a small animal.

. cnmstances, but hardly ever falls below fifty 


centigrammes per one hundred grammes of 
tobacco burnt. About the same quantity of 
ammonia is absorbed at tho same time. 
Nat- 


urally, more of the poisonous principles are 
absorbed where the smoke is breathed (as in 
n room); less in the open nir. A frog placed 
iii a receiver containing n solution of nico- 
tine, with about one drop of that substance 
to a little of water succumbs in n few hours. 
Tobacco smoke contains about eight millw 
metres of carbonic oxide per one°hundred 
grammes of tobacco burnt. 
The poisonous 


properties 'of tobacco smoke are not dne to 
this gas, as has been maintained In Germany.
